Pc assault man 
avoids Jail term 


A HAVERHILL man who 
assaulted a police officer has 
avoided being sent to prison after 
he asked a judge for “another 
chance”. 

Lukasz Zuk, 27, was warned that if 
he commits another violent offence 
in the next 12 months he will almost 
certainly end up behind bars. 

Zuk, of Eden Road, Haverhill, was serving 
an eight-month suspended sentence when he 
assaulted a police officer who was chasing 
him, Ipswich Crown Court heard on Monday. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd said police had 
been called to Bar Vu in Haverhill on the 
evening of May 5 and given chase when Zuk 
ran from the scene. 

Pc Thomas Darvill chased Zuk from the 
High Street into Eden Road and got within two 
feet of him when Zuk suddenly stopped, 
turned and raised his arm which struck the 
officer on the nose. 

A second police officer arrived and helped 
to restrain Zuk, who was arrested. 

In August Zuk had appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ Court where he 
pleaded not guilty to assaulting a police 
constable but was found guilty and was sent 
to the Crown court to be sentenced. 

Mr Sadd said that in February Zuk had been 
made the subject of a year-long suspended 
sentence after pleading guilty to affray 
following an incident outside Bar Vu when he 
made threats before brandishing

and throwing a plastic pole at a 
group of customers. The court 
heard that Zuk, who repres¬ 
ented himself in court, had 
complied well with conditions 
attached to that sentence. 

Speaking through a Polish 
interpreter, Zuk said: “I would 
like to apologise for my actions. 

“In my defence I would like to 
stress that I had no intention of 
harming anybody. 

“I would like to ask Your 
Honour for another chance.” 

Sentencing him, Judge John 
Devaux said that on both 
occasions the offences had been 
committed after Zuk had been 
drinking. 

Normally, the suspended 
sentence would be activated in 
addition to a further penalty but 
Zuk’s good work-ethic and 


compliance with court orders 
were in his favour. 

Judge Devaux said: “Those 
factors just cause me to 
conclude that it is not necessary 
to send you to prison.” 

Zuk was sentenced to a 
further three months’ imprison¬ 
ment suspended for a year, told 
he must complete another 80 
hours’ unpaid community work 
and pay £250 compensation to 
Pc Darvill. 

Judge Devaux told Zuk: “I 
really cannot see another court 
failing to implement this 
sentence if you commit any 
further offence of violence 
within the next 12 months.” 

The original suspended 
sentence of eight months 
suspended for 12 months will 
now remain in force for a 
further year, said the judge.

PATIENTS with joint 
disease will be able to get 
specialist care as a new 
clinic is launched next 
week. 

Haverhill Health Clinic, in 
Camps Road, will host its first 
session for people with 
rheumatology problems on 
Monday, run by Dr Shweta 
Bhagat, a consultant 
rheumatologist from West 
Suffolk Hospital, and a 
specialist nurse. 

Dr Bhagat said: “We will be 
accepting referrals from local 
GPs for all inflammatory and 
non-inflammatory 
conditions, including rheum- 
atoid arthritis, psoriatic 
arthritis, osteoporosis, 
connective tissue disease and 
other musculoskeletal 
complaints. 


“We hope the clinic will 
benefit our patients by 
reducing the distance they 
need to travel for treatment 
and bringing services closer 
to home.” 

Health chiefs hope the 
service will help people from 
Haverhill who currently have 
to travel to Bury St Edmunds 
to receive treatment, which 
many cannot afford. 

NHS Suffolk, the 
healthcare provider for 
Haverhill, has come under 
criticism following the 
closure of the Crown Health 
Centre in July which had 
more than 900 registered 
patients. 

The popular walk-in clinic 
attracted more than 22,500 
visitors since its opening in 
2009. 

Will Austin, Haverhill town 


clerk, said: “We welcome any 
investment in health services 
in the town but it is difficult 
to see on the face of it how 
this new service 
compensates for the services 
lost after the closure of the 
Crown Health Centre and the 
£1.2m taken from Haverhill.” 

He said investment was 
needed in providing 
diagnostic medicine, 
increasing out-of-hours 
services and improving 
transport links to the West 
Suffolk Hospital. 

The clinics will take place 
on the third Monday of each 
month and all patients can 
use the service, even if they 
are not usually patients at the 
clinic.

Pc Wright confirmed the 
encampment had not moved from 
the site near Bergamot Road 
despite an eviction notice. 

The county council and the police 
will go to court today to obtain an 
order allowing them to remove the 
travellers. 

The travellers appeared on August 
28 after digging their way through 
fencing and parking around six 
caravans and ten other vehicles at 
the site near a playground. 

Charge denied 

A MAN was given conditional bail 
after he allegedly sexually assaulted 
a woman. 

Christopher Tienken, of Argyll 
Court in Haverhill, appeared at West 
Suffolk Magistrates’ Court on Friday 
charged with sexual assault after an 
incident on August 19 in 
Newmarket. 

The 19-year-old indicated a not 
guilty plea and was released on bail 
on the condition he did not contact 
the alleged victim. The case will 
resume on November 2 at the same 
court. 


Towing plans 
lead to ‘worst 
town’ worries 


IMPLEMENTING a towing 
system in the High Street would 
make Haverhill “the worst town 
in Suffolk” for shopping, 
according to a senior 
councillor. 

Despite an almost unanimous 
vote in favour by members of the 
public at a Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT) meeting on Monday, 
SNT chair Cllr Tim Marks said it 
would drive shoppers away. 

Cllr Marks, who is also Mayor 
of St Edmundsbury, said: “We 
would be branded the worst 
town in the whole of Suffolk.” 

Cllr Clive Turner suggested the 
idea at a meeting of the town 
council last week after it had 
been successfully implemented 
in St Ives. 

Haverhill Town Mayor Pat 
Hanlon said he had tried for 
years to get “bigger and better 
businesses to come to Haverhill” 
but a towing system would put 
people off. 

Some residents said they had

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lost faith in the police due to 
illegal parking on the High Street. 

Haverhill’s Insp Peter Ferrie 
faced criticism about the issue 
despite reading figures showing 
crime had fallen overall 
compared to a three-year 
average. 

He said 796 incidents 
happened this year compared 
with an average of 926 over the 
past few years. 

The heated exchanges took 
place at public priority setting 
meeting of the SNT. 

Previous priorities included 
crackdowns on parking on the 
High Street, anti-social behaviour 
on Queen Street and also in the 
Chalkestone Estate. 

The meeting voted to continue 
to direct resources towards 
parking on the High Street. 


Insp Ferrie said he had issued 
45 tickets in the last three 
months on the High Street, which 
councillors felt was not enough. 

Cllr Roger Andre said: “It 
beggars belief that you say this is 
being treated as a priority.” 

Cllr Maureen Byrne hit back at 
criticism and said the police were 
doing their best with limited 
resources. 

While the High Street remains 
a priority, police are going to try a 
different approach to issuing 
fixed penalty notices. 

Insp Ferrie said: “We are going 
nowhere fast at the moment. 

“We are going to work with the 
different councils and see where 
that gets us.” 

The meeting also agreed to axe 
the focus on anti-social 
behaviour in Queen Street and 
the Chalkestone Estate and direct 
extra resources towards tackling 
young people gathering in Wilsey 
Woods and anti-social behaviour 
in Railway Walk.

Rail project 
looking to 
reopen link 


WHEELS are turning on a 
project to reinstate a railway 
line through Haverhill. 

The Cambridge to 
Colchester Rail Project is 
holding a meeting next month 
on the High Street to see 
whether members of the 
public will support the plan to 
establish a rail link between 
Cambridge and Sudbury. 

The rail link was closed in 
1967 and the population along 
the route has risen sharply 
within that time, especially in 
Haverhill where population 
has increased from 8,500 to 
around 23,000. 

Rev Malcolm Hill, chairman 
of the project which began in 
1995, said: “Going back to the 
1990s there was considerable 
unemployment in Haverhill 
and Sudbury and we thought 
that a railway would help to 
create jobs in construction of 
the railway and so people can 
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travel to work. 

“Quite a lot of people see the 
need for the railway and we 
hope they will support us.” 

He added: “It will be quite 
expensive so we need the 
support of national 
government and local 
government and business as 
well.” 

If there is enough public 
interest, the next step is to 
commission a full engineering 
survey, which costs £46,000, to 
work out the logistics of route. 

Maureen Cornish, 63, of 
Eastern Avenue, said: “I think 
it’s a good idea because I have 
caught the bus and it is slow as 
it goes all around all the 
villages.” 

Ronald Davis, 70, of Aylsham 


Close, said: “It should never 
have been taken away. 

“It’s a great idea as it 
broadens the horizons of the 
town.” 

Haverhill Town Mayor Cllr 
Pat Hanlon said: “I think the 
town council is in support of 
the initiative but not at the 
present time financially. 

“At the end of the day we 
have got to think about the tax 
payer’s money we would be 
spending.” 

He said the full council 
would have to decide whether 
it would commit to supporting 
the project financially. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “The 
county council is very 
supportive of sustainable 
modes of transport, including 
railways, and we would 
happily look at any proposals 
put before of us.”

enough.” 

Doctors have been 
unable to diagnose a 
cause for Megan’s 
epilepsy, despite her 
visiting specialists at 
Addenbrooke’s and 
being part of a genetic 
testing programme at 
Great Ormond Street 
Hospital. 

Sarah added: “Megan 
has had more tests than 
I care to remember to 


find out what is causing 
her epilepsy and to date 
we have had no 
diagnosis. 

“As a parent you can 
imagine how hard it is 
for us to watch our 
beautiful little girl grow 
up but not know what 
the future holds for her 
and us.” 

They have applied for 
a £30,000 disability 
facilities grant but are 
uncertain whether they 
would get an award. 

Sarah said: “As part of 
our fundraising we have 
done Spartan runs, 
tandem sky diving, 
dances, raffles, 

tombolas, walking and 
people have even run 
the Edinburgh Marathon 
for us.”

Parents’ concern 
understandable 

Sir, Headteachers and parents are 
rightly very concerned about the 
grades awarded to students 
following this year’s GCSE English 
examinations. 

The data our secondary schools and 
Academies have passed to the 
county council, particularly about 
the English and maths GCSE, is very 
consistent and shows: 

■ Individual schools across Suffolk 
have seen significant falls in results 
depending on the month in which 
the students were assessed. 

■ The greatest inconsistency is the 
boundary between grade C and D. 

■ For a significant proportion of 
students, the final grade they 
achieved was less dependent on the 
quality of their work and more on 
which exam board and when 
students sat the exam. 

■ The issue is clearly not about the 
quality of marking but about the 
change made to the grade 
boundaries. 

A major concern expressed to us by 
all of the schools and parents is the 
impact of these inconsistencies on 
the young people of Suffolk. 

We have had many examples of 
students who were expected to get C 
grades who are now unable to 
access the next stage of their 
education or training or are having 
difficulties securing offers of 
employment. 

From die evidence we have, it seems 
clear that the goalposts have been 
moved without warning and this has 
undermined the credibility of the 
entire examination system with 
students, employers, parents, 
schools and fiirther education 
institutions. 

It is unprecedented for the grade 
boundaries to have been changed so 
significantly mid-year without any 
prior notification to students or their 
teachers 

If there is a perceived need to raise 
the standard of a GCSE pass, surely 
this needs to be done more 
consistently across the various 
examination boards, and in the full 
knowledge of students and teachers 
at the start of the course.

A CHARITABLE 81-year-old 
fell and hurt his knee whilst 
walking from Bournemouth 
to Torquay to raise money for 
a sight loss charity 

Bob Cornwall, of Manor 
Farm Close in Haverhill, 
decided to raise money for the 
International Glaucoma 
Association after suffering 
from the disease for 30 years. 

Glaucoma is caused by 
damage to the optic nerve and 
can lead to blindness if left 
untreated. 

As well as raising money for 
charity Bob said he was 
spurred on to do the walk after 
the death of his wife in 
lanuary. 

He said: “I thought it would 
be good to get away and keep 
busy. 

“I had to tell my three 
daughters, of course they 
immediately thought about 
getting me sectioned.” 

Bob said he has been a keen 
walker since his doctors told 
him to get as much as possible 
after he suffered a heart attack 
in 2009. 

He normally walks around 
Haverhill every morning, a 
distance of two-and-a-half 
miles. 

He set off on fuly 14 from 
Bournemouth on his 110-mile 
journey but unfortunately was 
forced to stop after he tripped 
on some concrete stairs in 
Weymouth on luly 17. 

Bob said: “I thought I could 
walk it off but by the time I had 
walked five or six miles my 
knee had started to really

throb.” 

Undeterred he continued to 
walk to Abbotsbury where he 
was taken to A & E and told he 
needed to rest for two days. 

Bob said he was frustrated 
by his injuries as he knew he 
would not be able to complete 
the walk. 

He added: “There I was like a 
cod on a fish monger’s slab, 


with all this ice packed around 
me.” 

Despite being unable to 
walk properly, Bob continued 
with his journey by bus and 
arrived in Torquay on luly 21, 
raising £1,169 for the sight loss 
charity.

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Golden wonder Jonnie 
has always been a star

Jonnie Peacock’s debut at the Paralympic Games in front of the 80,000 capacity crowd in 
London saw him win the 100m gold medal in a record time - despite running even faster in 
training! The blade runner’s mum Linda nearly lost him to meningitis when he was just 5. 
She shares their amazing story in this interview by LOUISE MARTIN. 


I T’S not every day your 
son is on the front page 
of the Radio Times, 
gracing local and national 
newspapers and starring 
in Channel 4 

advertisements. But since 
athlete Jonnie Peacock got 
the call telling him he had 
been selected for the 
Team GB squad at this 
year’s Paralympic Games, 
seeing her sprinter son in 
the spotlight is something 
Linda Roberts is starting 
to get used to. 

“I came into work this 
morning and colleagues 
have left newspapers on 
my desk where they’ve 
seen Jonnie and I might 
not have seen it,” laughs 
Linda, 46. “My mum’s 
texting me ‘he’s on the 
front page of the Radio 
Times’ and friends are 
seeing him on TV I’m 
having conversations I 
never thought I would 
have.” 

When the J 9-year-old 
sprinter from Doddington 
lined up for the T44 100m 
race in London last week, 
it was as the fastest 
amputee sprinter ever. 


The determined athlete 
clocked a record-breaking 
10.85 seconds at the US 
Paralympic Track & Field 
in June, making him the 
man to beat in the battle 
of the blade runners. 

And Jonnie’s 
Paralympics debut saw 
him storm to a record 
time of 10.90sec in the 
Olympic Stadium to win 
gold with his hero and 
rival, South Africa’s Oscar 
Pistorius, in fourth place. 

Watching Jonnie was his 
supremely supportive 
mum, who has every right 
to be proud of her 
talented son as, when he 
was struck down with 
meningitis aged 5, she 
very nearly lost him. 

In October 1998, 

Jonnie’s three older sisters 
Bethany, Rebekah and 
Hannah had been poorly 
with a nasty virus and, 
when the only boy in the 
family began running a 
temperature, Linda 
instantly thought he too 
had picked up the same 
bug. “It was Sunday 
morning and Jonnie had 
actually been naughty the 


day before .. 

remembers Linda. “Jonnie 
was a bit of a naughty 
little boy, I have to be 
honest, and he’d actually 
kicked his sister, so I’d put 
him in his room and told 
him until he said sorry he 
was going to stay there.” 

After 20 minutes, Linda 
went to check on her son 
and found him sound 
asleep in bed. “I thought 
he must just be tired but 
he had a bit of a 
temperature and I just 
thought he was coming 
down with it as well.” 

By the Saturday 
evening, Jonnie’s 
temperature was very 
high and Linda put up a 
bed in his room so she 
could keep an eye on him 
throughout the night. 
When his condition 
deteriorated, she decided 
to call the doctor. “I had 
the doctor on the phone 
several times and I said 
‘it’s okay, I’ve got four kids, 
I’ve done this 100 times’, 
but something just didn’t 
sit right.” Certain that 
something was seriously 
wrong, at around 7.30am 


on the Sunday morning, 
Linda left Jonnie for a 
matter of minutes to go 
back downstairs and ring 
the doctor again. When 
she returned he was 
delirious and covered in a 
bright red rash. “He was 
just covered,” remembers 
Linda. “It was like this 
rash had just exploded all 
over him; that was the 
scariest thing to see.” 

Painfully aware the rash 
could be a sign of 
meningitis, the terrified 
mum wrapped her son in 
his duvet, bundled him in 
the car and rushed to 
Addenbrooke’s. “We 
literally parked where the 
ambulances go and he 
was scooped up and 
rushed in, and before I 
could blink there were six 
people working on him. 
One lady asked me if I was 
okay and I just said 
‘meningitis’ and she 
nodded.” 

Caused by either a viral 
or bacterial infection, 
meningitis is an 
inflammation of the 
meninges, the protective 
membranes which

surround the brain and 
spinal column. It affects 
around 2,400 people in 
the UK each year - and 
kills 300. 

Told Jonnie was 
critical, and needed to go 
into an induced coma to 
give his body every 
chance of fighting the 
disease, Linda, Jonnie’s 
dad and the rest of the 
family were advised to 
say their goodbyes. “I 
couldn’t say goodbye, I 
just couldn’t let him go,” 
she says. “I just refused to 
believe I wouldn’t have 
him. 

“They were putting 
needles and lines in him 
all over the place and he 
was really drowsy, but at 
one point he did say ‘ow’ 
and I said to him ‘that’s it 
darling, you stop them, 
you fight them. I love 
you’. And that was the last 
thing I said to him before 
they put him under, not 
knowing if I was ever 
going to speak to him 
again.” 

Linda was told the next 
48 hours were critical; on 
his fourth day in hospital, 
she got the news she had 
been praying for: Jonnie 
was going to make it - 
but he might have 
suffered mental and 
physical damage.” 

“I didn’t know who I 
was going to get back,” 
explains Linda. “When he 
came out of the coma I 
was talking to him and 
telling him I loved him 
and he just went ‘I love 
you too’. I was so pleased 
but I still didn’t know 
personality-wise how he 
was going to be. There 
was a male nurse in the 
Intensive Care Unit who 
was waking around 
whistling and Jonnie, 
who could hardly speak, 
just went ‘shut up’. I was 
so pleased; whatever he 
was going to look like, 
this was still my cheeky 
little boy.” 

Although Jonnie’s brain 
had escaped the disease 
unscathed, his body had 
not, and there was a 
dramatic loss of blood 
pressure in his right leg. 
Despite many attempts 
to save it, surgeons said it 
would have to be 
amputated. 

“That was the very 
worst part of all,” admits 
Linda. “When he went for 
his operation I was 
warned he would need to 
take it out on somebody, 


and I was a safe place to 
do that. As soon as he 
came round he was 
screaming and he sat up 
in bed and looked at his 
leg. It was really, really 
awful and he just looked 
at me and said ‘you gave 
me the wrong medicine’.” 

Despite Jonnie’s initial 
shock, he was soon 
showing his determined 
nature and started to get 
well. By Christmas, a little 
more than two months 
after contracting 
meningitis, Jonnie was 
back home with his 
family and, when he was 
strong enough, experts 
fitted his first prosthetic. 
“The minute he got the 
leg he was on it, he 
wanted to do everything,” 
says Linda. “He learnt to 
ride his bike again, it took 
him no time. Seeing him 
walk again was just 
something else and on 
his first school sports day 
there wasn’t a dry eye.” 

Although Jonnie was 
regaining some normality 
due to his new leg, Linda 
admits that mentally it 
has been a tougher 
journey. “My son had a 
physical disability, but it 
was the social side 
around that which was 
the bigger impact than 
losing a leg. We always 
had a culture where 
Jonnie and his sisters 
could have friends over 
for tea and they would go 
to theirs, and it did 
change after Jonnie was 
ill. I don’t blame anybody 
for not having him over, 
it’s scary - people were 
worried he was going to 
hurt himself or there 
would be a problem - but 
I think it was more 
hurtful they didn’t come 
to us either.” 

Growing up, Linda 
explains that Jonnie 
suffered phantom pains 
and nightmares and has 
had four further 
amputations since his 
first operation as his 
bones have grown. 

After each operation, 
he has had to wait for the 
swelling to go down 
before a new prosthetic 
could be fitted, but Linda 
says it wasn’t the 
operations that have 
bothered him - it was 
missing out on playing 
with his mates while 
he waited for a new 
leg. 

“For Jonnie, it’s always 
been more painful for

him not to be able to join 
in than to put an artificial 
leg on to the end of a raw 
stump. He would literally 
have a raw leg and there 
would be people outside 
playing football, and he 
would put on his leg and 
go out to play.” 

A year after her son 
contracted meningitis, 
Linda, who was a single 
mum at the time, realised 
she needed something to 
focus on other than 
Jonnie and her daughters, 
and became a volunteer 
for the Papworth Trust. “I 
realised I wasn’t coping as 
well as I’d hoped and I 
was in danger of losing it 
a little,” she admits. Linda 
has now been with the 
charity for 11 years and 
oversees the young 
people’s services. “It has 
been my lifeline in so 
many ways; I don’t know 
where I would have been 
now if I hadn’t come 
here.” 

Just as Linda needed a 
focus, so did Jonnie, and 
for him it’s always been 
sport. Growing up, he 
played football and rugby 
but, aged 15, he got 
involved in UK Athletics. 
Attending a talent 
identification day in 
London was, says Linda, 
a hugely significant 
moment. “He had to walk 
from one side of the 
sports hall to another 
where all these other 
amputees were. I 
watched my boy walking 
across unsure and, as he 
saw the group he was 
headed for, his whole 
body changed and his 
head was up. 

“He was 15 and on the 
cusp of a really difficult 
time in his life, and I’m 
convinced being a part of 
UK Athletics, and 
meeting fellow amputees, 
really helped him to 
accept everything. It was 
an opportunity for him to 
find where he belongs, 
and that was provided by 
sport. That was provided 
by UK Athletics and now 
that’s provided by 
Paralympics GB.” 

Linda is, quite rightly, 
immensely proud of her 
son and she just wants 
him to do his best. 

“Every time I watch 
him run I see that little 
boy who was so ill and 
shouldn’t be here. I’m so 
desperate for him to be 
proud of himself.”

The big film

FLYING Squad hard man Jack Regan 
returns to the big screen with some old- 
fashioned brutality in Nick Love’s revamp 
of the classic 1970s TV series. 

In the same way that the daredevil 
antics of Riggs and Murtaugh in Lethal 
Weapon put a fictional gloss on life on 
the streets for the LAPD, The Sweeney is 
completely divorced from the reality of 
modern policing in London. 

Car chases career through the 
shimmering glass and metal structures 
of Canary Wharf at dizzying speed to the 
pounding beat of Lome Balfe’s score and 
a shoot-out in Trafalgar Square leaves 
ancient monuments riddled with bullet 
holes. 

Love’s script, co-written by John 
Hodge, follows Dl Regan (Ray Winstone) 
and sidekick George Carter (Ben Drew) 
as they hunt a gang of wily European 
thieves led by slippery Francis Allen 
(Paul Anderson). 

Unfortunately, the team cannot find 
sufficient evidence to charge Allen and 
they are forced to let him go after hours 
of intense questioning. 

Tensions within the department 



explode when internal affairs officer Ivan 
Lewis (Steve Mackintosh) embarks on a 
personal crusade to bring down Regan, 
who just happens to be bedding Lewis’ 
wife Nancy (Hayley Atwell). 

Section chief Frank Haskins (Damian 
Lewis) protects his boys and girl in the 
Flying Squad as much as he can, but 
internal affairs clearly has a vendetta 
and will stop at nothing until the team is 


disbanded and Regan languishes behind 
bars. 

Filmed on location in London, The 
Sweeney embraces every cliche 
imaginable as Regan propels his 
department to the brink of self- 
destruction. Car chases are well 
choreographed and Winstone plays the 
daddy of the department with tightly 
coiled intensity. 


The romantic subplot with Atwell 
defies credulity - Winstone looks like he 
would rather chew off her face than kiss 
it - and their bedroom scene inspires 
unintentional snorts of derision. 

By contrast, Drew (aka rapper Plan B) 
underplays his role but still gets involved 
in the bruising fisticuffs and a climactic 
showdown that pokes fun at the British 
love affair with caravan and trailer parks.

New looks are worth trying out

W ITH a wide choice of 
spring bulbs now 
available in garden 
centres and from bulb 
specialists, it’s difficult to know 
which varieties to choose and is 
often tempting to stay with old 
favourites. 

But there is a flurry of new bulbs 
worth trying, according to a trial of 
daffodils and tulips by Which? 
Gardening , the Consumers’ Association 
magazine, which also suggests that new 
varieties produce better results than 
some of the older types. 

Trialists found that the new bulbs had 
a more regular height and consistent 
flowering time, giving an overall better 
display than the older ones. 

Last autumn, trialists tested 53 new 
types of spring-flowering daffodils and 
tulips, growing them alongside five 
well-established varieties to use as a 
comparison. The bulbs were planted in 



early November, the narcissus twice 
their own depth and tulips three times 
their depth. 

The bulbs had to withstand baking 
sun, high winds and torrential rain in 
spring. 

Among the recommended daffodils 
were Narcissus ‘Lieke’ (Walkers Bulbs), 
which was the longest-lasting bloom, 
whose dainty flowers have a green eye 
and delicious scent. It bloomed for 45 
days, producing three stems from each 
bulb and three flowers on each stem 



from April to May, the 45cm stems 
staying upright despite heavy 
downpours. 

Other daffodil winners included the 
dwarf ‘Sweet Love’ (Peter Nyssen; 
Unwins), which produced the best scent, 
while the small, nodding, cream flowers 
with a yellow centre shed the rain with 
ease, and ‘Swoop’ (De Jaeger), another 
pint-sized type which produced the most 
flowers of all the varieties. From 23 
bulbs, more than 80 stems were 
produced, with swept-back yellow petals

and nodding heads, perfect for 
naturalising around trees and 
woodland. 

Many of the new tulips trialled also 
gave an excellent display, including 
Tulipa ‘Dior’ (HW Hyde & Son), which 
began to flower early, in April, 
producing several large double flowers 
in a luxurious shade of pink at the top of 
each stem. 

If you're looking for unusual, the tulip 
‘Green Star’ (Sarah Raven) may suit 
you, with its slender, elegant green 


flowers with cream tips held on long 
straight stems, daring enough to catch 
the eye but without jarring. They were 
grown in pots with other tulips and 
found to be great companions for pinks, 
whites, purples and striped varieties, 
flowering in May and reaching a height 
of 45 cm. 

Other stars of the show included T. 
‘Black Jack’ (Peter Nyssen), one of the 
darkest varieties with blooms with a 
velvety sheen which flowered earlier 
than old favourite ‘Queen of Night’ and 
persisted for five weeks. They have long 
straight stems which would be good for 
cutting and combine well with white and 
pink tulips. 

Those who want their tulips to 
withstand pounding rain should plump 
for T. ‘La Belle Epoque’, whose fully 
double apricot flowers, reminiscent of a 
peony, continued flowering through the 
rain. 

The best new parrot tulip was ‘Irene 
Parrot’ (Peter Nyssen), bred from the 
popular ‘Prinses Irene’ and has mid¬ 
sized orange flowers that are frilled, cut 
and flamed to give an exotic look. 

Unlike other parrot tulips, it didn’t flop 
under the weight of heavy rain during 
the trial and continued to flower for 31 
days. 

Stocks of new varieties of bulb can be 
limited so order them now.

The OFT said it will 
be gathering infor¬ 
mation over the next 
six weeks, and plans to 
publish its findings in 
January. 

The UK retail road 
fuels sector is 
estimated to be worth 
around £32 billion, the 
OFT said. Petrol prices 
rose by 38 per cent 
between June 2007 and 
June 2012, while diesel 
prices went up by 43 
per cent over the same 
period. 

The OFT said it will 
explore a number of 
claims about how the 
road fuels sector is 
functioning, including 
whether supermarkets 
and major oil 


companies are making 
it more difficult for 
independent retailers 
to compete. 

The review will also 
consider whether there 
is a lack of competition 
between fuel retailers 
in some remote 
communities. 

RAC Foundation 
director Professor 
Stephen Glaister says: 
“We have always 
argued for pricing 
transparency and this 
review promises to 
provide it. There has 
long been a suspicion 
amongst drivers that 
pump prices are much 
quicker to rise than fall. 
Now at last we should 
get a definitive answer 


on how the market 
works. 

“We also welcome 
scrutiny of what the 
rapid decline in the 
number of petrol 
stations has meant for 
fuel supply and price. 
In 1990 there were 
some 18,000 

forecourts. Now there 
are fewer than 9,000.” 

If the OFT’s report 
finds that the motorist 
is being treated 
unfairly, it will have the 
authority to intervene 
to ensure adequate 
competition, although 
how this will manifest 
itself against the might 
of the big supermar¬ 
kets and fuel stations 
remains to be seen.

They were victorious in a tight finish at 
Braintree, winning by one wicket after the home 
side finished at 244 for 7.
